January 8 and 9, 1999, International Mink Show, protests with ski masks, Milwaukee, Wisconsin 
Local Police Intelligence contact for the Milwaukee incident is Detective Fyfe at 414-93 5-7406. 


It appears there was a core of 12-15 activists from out-of-state (as far away as Texas and 
California) who did the unsuccessful ski-mask-clad onslaught on the convention hall, tried to 
break in during the night and ran surveillance. These included JP Goodwin of CAFT, Shelly 
Wood, Paul Uchtman (Texas Establishment for Animal Rights) and others from Texas, Jonathan 
Tyler from San Marino, CA, Laura Rogers, Lynne Pauly, Rick Boyle. Gary Yourofsky of MI 
who is facing charges this March ‘97 mink farm raid in Chatham, Ontario was also present. 
Familiar names, traveled some distance. The road trip continues. Supplementing this core, were 
local animal rights activists from neighboring states for the sign waving protest in the chilly 
weather. :

At Lang’s Fur Farm, dogs barking wildly. Tracks in the snow the next day, 


February 4, 1999, 1 a.m. near Hutchinson, Minnesota, Attempted Break In 
The shed alarm went off about la.m. at the Sheridan Petersen farm near Hutchinson, Minnesota. 


Trespassers fled. Tracks in the snow revealed 2-3 people. A few days before this incident, a 
woman called the farm. She said she was updating a Better Business directory and asked if the 
address were the same, number of employees and name of the owner. Last summer, about mid- 
August, a girl visited the farm, selling magazines, 5’5, 150 pounds, strawberry blonde long hair, 
blue eyes, pale skin. She showed a North Carolina license as I.D. but didn’t have an accent. Said 
she was earning money for college by selling magazines. She asked questions about the mink 
farm even though she came from the north and couldn’t have seen any sheds from that direction.

Rick Arritolla in Mt. Angel, Oregon received a call from woman who said she was with the Los 


Angeles Times and willing to interview him in person in Mt. Angel. She said her name was Kate 
Thomas or Kate Thompson. She did not leave a number. A quick call to the L.A. Times reveals 
no such reporter. Rick referred her to Fur Commission USA at (619) 575-0139 which is the 
correct thing to do. She did not call the Fur Commission so we assume she is not legitimate. 


February 23, 1998, 1 p.m. Snohomish, Washington, Break In, Release and Arrests 


Seattle Fur Exchange was the site of protests Sunday through Tuesday morning. Mid-day 
Tuesday, the protestors traveled an hour to Ray Brainard’s Fur Farm in Monroe in the 
Snohomish area of Washington and turned into animal rights terrorists. About fifteen people 
jumped the farm’s fence and released about 80 mink in broad daylight. Five people were quickly 
arrested by on-the-spot policemen. Juveniles Lindsey Parme and Kyle Salisbury of San Diego 
and Geoff Kerns, adults Kim Berardi of New York and Nicole Dawn Briggs. Parme, Salisbury, 
and Berardi have lengthy arrest records. But who transported minor across state lines to perform 
felonies? 


In preparation for a JP Goodwin radio interview on the Brainard mink release, a press release 
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was sent to a local radio station from 
and chapter of the Coalition to Abolish the Fur Trade (CAFT), 
contact number (206) 528-7819. The press release cited involvement by the Activist Civil 
Liberties Committee, a “civil rights group based in California” and run by Cres Vellucci who 
works regularly with CAFT. 






At the Seattle Fur Exchange from Sunday through Tuesday, a core of 12 to 15 out of state 
California and Texas (who paid the 
airfares?), waved signs and yelled slogans. J.P. Goodwin of Coalition to Abolish the Fur Trade 
(CAFT), as usual, was present and available to the press. At the protests at Seattle Fur Exchange, 
Jake Conroy, 23, of Seattle, Washington was arrested for assaulting a police office and Matt 
White, 16, of Orange, California cited for malicious mischief and released.

February 27, 1999, Richmond, Utah, Break in and Release 
Trespassers hit Nivison’s North 40 Mink Ranch in Richmond, Utah during the day on a Saturday 


while the owners were away. Unable to get into the sheds, they resorted to breaking pens open 
from outside. The criminals pulled up railroad spikes from a nearby track and used them as tools 
to smash the pens. They were only able to tear open 25 pens which contained breeder males, nine 
of which actually left their cages, of which six were recovered. 


March 16, 1999, Richmond, Minnesota, Break in, suspicious phone call.

The Ruef family gave the original letter to Mount 
Angel Chief of Police Conrad and Officer Ralph DeFrancisco.

FCUSA received a 6 inch by 9 inch Manila envelope addressed to Teresa Platt. Clearly visible 


through the envelope were three double-sided razor blades. The package was postmarked San 
Francisco, and had “You die now” scrawled on the backside. On the same day, the Alliance for 
America office in New York received a similar envelope, also postmarked San Francisco. Proper 
handling for such mail is no handling. The envelope was dropped inside a plastic envelope and 
given to the local FBI. Warning: DO NOT LET YOUR CHILDREN OPEN YOUR MAIL. 


May 26, 1999, Bloomington, Illinois, Dangerous Mail 


National Trappers Association received a Manila envelope with razor blades inside, postmarked 
San Francisco and taped shut. There were spots on the envelope. The envelope was collected by 
local FBI agent, Manny Martinez, (309) 454-5199.

Bruce Roberts of the Rosedale Group, reported a call from someone representing "Pygmalion 
Environmen ".

He said he was an "animal 
rights activist" a couple of times during the course of their conversation, that he approved of 
eating meat and wearing leather but not in the wearing of fur. He said he had a pet python and 
felt bad having to feed him mice. It appeared to Steve that he might have been a bit drunk or 
high. He said he was from Philadelphia and that he was going “south”. Steve asked if he was 
going south to Milwaukee or south. He said he was going south. He seemed totally confused 
about "broad" direction. He thought the farm was a poultry farm at first. After finding out that it 
was not, he asked if he could buy a mink. When he was told he could not, he asked "even if I 
paid $500.00?" Steve explained that the mink were unable to be separated from their mothers.

Between 4 to 5 a.m., on the morning of August 3, 1999, vandals released about 3,000 mink from 


the Richard Krieger Farm in Bristol, Kenosha County, Wisconsin. By 10 a.m. most of the 
animals were back safely on the farm, thanks to the efforts of farmers who came from two states 
to help. August 7, David Barbarash of the North American Animal Liberation Front Press Office 
stated the Animal Liberation Front (ALF) had claimed responsibility. ALF stated, “This farm 
was targeted not only because of Krieger's explotiation of the mink nation (although that would 
be reason enough), but because Krieger's farm is a direct supplier of Neiman-Marcus Department 
Stores. Through their support of such a farm, Neiman-Marcus shows absolutely no regard for 
Life or the eco-system. It appears that Neiman-Marcus is allied with Krieger and his fellow 
murderous farmers in their love of profits and greed over Life and Freedom. The Animal 
Liberation Front declares an open invitation to anyone who would dare to stop these groups’ sick 
reign of terror. Now is the time for direct action. The only terrorism is the one we allow to exist. 
Until all these death camps are closed, we will continue to liberate.” [SIC — Editor]

1999 will be crippling year for this blood- 
soaked industry. This action is dedicated to our comrades on the run. You are not forgotten. 
More to come...ALF”

Canada 

Farmers and others from several U.S. states and a few locations in Canada received dangerous 
mail August 11-16. The envelope size seems to vary, from standard size #10 business envelopes 
in white and grey to 9 x 11 or business-size envelopes in white or manila color. Inside some are 3 
x 5 inch index cards with razor blades attached and a written threat to get out of the fur trade, 
with a drawing of a bomb. The threats are signed “Justice Department-Anti-Fur Task Force, 
JD/ATF”. The packages have computer-generated address labels and have carried return address 
which have included: Seattle Fur Exchange Inc., Fur Information Council of America and Fur 
Commission USA. Return addresses include “101 West 30", Room 512” or “208 West 30th- 
Street”. All return addresses are New York, NY 10001. All had postal stamps. All were 
postmarked New York, August 10. [Fur Commission USA has a report on the Justice 
Department for anyone who is interested — Editor] In most instances, local law enforcement has 
picked up these letters and arranged for the regional FBI office to take control of them. Please 
supply law enforcement contact info to Fur Commission USA. For a complete listing of 
recipients of this list, please contact Fur Commission USA. As of August 16, over 40 letters had 
been reported to FCUSA. As of October 15, all known letters and who retrieved them have been 
reported to FBI Joe Metzinger in New York at (212) 384-8213. Canadian letters investigation 
coordination for letters: Canadian RCMP, Nat.

Give them FCUSA’s contact 
info also. We want to track EVERY envelope.

“We are tired of asking for an end to the fur industry in North America while millions of 
defenseless animals are put to death. Animal rights activists have spent almost two decades 
writing letters, chanting, and holding pickets to end the slaughter of fur-bearing creatures. Yet 
even our sisters and brothers in the ALF have not always stopped fur farmers through live 
liberations and economic sabotage. Every year millions more animals are confined and put to a 
painful death as we wait for the cycle to end. 


“State and federal laws are being enacted to increase penalities for non-violent liberatory actions, 
making effective forms of non-violent opposition less of an option for those who risk life and 
liberty to end animal abuse. To make matters worse fur farmers take no caution to shoot unarmed 
liberators on their farms. Fur farmers and their puppets in government (Representatives 
Gronemous, Hatch, Feinstein, Petri and others) are making violence inevitable. 


“We will wait no more for another decade of death at the hands of fur farmers. To begin the 
season the Anti-fur Task Force of the Justice Department sent out over 100 razor blade booby 
trap envelopes to fur farmers and fur trade representatives in North America throughout the 
month of August. Fur farmers with farms previously liberated and still sticking to the business 
were randomly sent razor blades coated in rat poison.”

SAMUEL, JUSTIN CLAYTON: Arrested in Belgium. Indicted by grand jury in Madison,

commerce. The indictment alleges that in October 1997, Samuel and Peter Young took part in 
attacks on fur farms resulting in the release of 3,600 mink, and also alleges overt acts in three 
states as part of a conspiracy to engage in extortion by attempting to coerce farmers to close their 
businesses rather than face the threat of further economic losses as a result of their attacks. 
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Samuel faces a maximum penalty of 20 years on each of four counts, and one year on each of 
two other counts. 


Samuel was an electrical engineering student at the University of Washington in Seattle before 
dropping out in 1997.

**NOTE** If for some reason someone would be interested in visiting any of these 

fur farms, I would encourage you to double check these directions. They are not 

all going to lead you to the doorsteps of the farm, but will get you in the 

right area - usually within a mile of the farm.

October 25, 1999, “Bounty” offered on fur farmers in Utah 


Two extreme animal rights groups have offered a "bounty" of $25,000 for information leading to 
the arrest and-conviction of American fur farmers or their employees for animal cruelty. 

The FurCrime Reward program was announced Oct. 25 in Salt Lake City by the Dallas-based 
Coalition to Abolish the Fur Trade (CAFT) and Los Angeles-based Last Chance for Animals 
(LCA). According to the announcement, Utah was chosen for the launch because of its large 
number of fur farms and "a history of gross cruelty to fur-bearing animals." No documentation of 
such “history” is provided by CAFT/LCA. | 


Tuesday, October 26, 1999, Madison, Wisconsin, Shoplifter Involved in Fur Farm Survelliance 


During a routine search of a shoplifter arrested in Madison, Wisconsin, police found a list in his 
backpack of names and directions to mink farms in Minnesota and Wisconsin. This "list" 
contained Lee Brothers and Short's Mink Farm in Wisconsin with complete directions and it 
even had the frequency of Short's business band radio, which must have been picked up from a 
portable scanner. In Minnesota, the handwritten list described John Lang's mink farm with notes 
on the dogs and Sheridan Petersen's farm with notes on the security system. State Bureau of 
Criminal Investigation (Caroline Kelly 608-266-1671) is handling. ATF and FBI notified.

Gary Anzia reported seeing pop up VW camper, yellow ext to Lake 
no information available to general public. 


Week of October 24-31, 1999 Razor Blade Letters to Scientists 
Following the mailing of threatening “razor blade” letters to fur industry people in August, 1999, 


in October animal research scientists received similar letters via the mail. The press releases 
announcing this criminal act was distributed by the Animal Liberation Frontline News Service. 
According the ALF News Service, the letter warned: “Animal Abusers Beware...The wave of 
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booby trapped letters sent to fur farmers in North America in August was only beginning. 
Throughout the month of October 80+ razor blade laced envelopes were delivered to members of 
vivisection industry who 'experiment' on non-human primates. Specifically targetted were those 
from Regional Primate Centers across amerika. Included was note warning they have until 
autumn of 2000 to quit vivisection industry, or be subjected to violence which is uncomparable 
to booby trapped letters. the Justice Department”. Followed by a list of scientists. For more 
information, contact Jacquie Calnan, Americans for Medical Progress, (703) 836 9595 x100, 
amp@amprogress.org, www.amprogress.org. 


Friday, October 29, 1999, Belgium, Break In, Mink Release, Reference to U.S. suspect 


According to the Belgian Fur Trade Federation, during the night of Friday the 29th of October 
1999, a mink farm in Essen (north of Antwerp, close to the Dutch border) was broken into and 
400 mink released from their pens. The farmer was alarmed by his dogs. With the help of 
relatives, police and the fire brigade, almost all the mink were recovered. About 30 were still 
missing as of November 4. Yellow paint on a barn said: "ALF" and "Commando Clayton", 
referring to Justin Samuel Clayton, currently held in a Belgian prison. The Animal Liberation 
Front (ALF) claimed responsibility for the crime in telephone calls to the Belgian press agency 
Belga and to television station VTM. In its message, ALF also called for action causing 
economic losses to petrochemical enterprises and car dealers.

Wednesday, November 3, 1999, Bellingham, Washington, Suspicious Vehicle 


Dawn Marr reported a mid-sized truck 3 arked late

Sunday, November 7,1999. Lake Villa, Illinois, Protest at fur farm 


Ron Gengel’s fur farm was protested by about 20 people, many wore hooded black sweatshirts 
and many were masked. They used a bullhorn to shout obscenities and carried signs calling the 
farmer a “murderer”. Some of the vehicles involved had their license plates removed but license 
plates for Illinois were: D512568, AGN577, NIXON, D835647, B739477 and C664001. The 
protest was is organized by the Chicago metropolitan-based chapter of the Animal Defense 
League (ADL), a veteran conflict-generation group affiliated with the extreme New York and 
New Jersey chapters of ADL. Involved with the Chicago ADL is Kim Berardi who has organized 
ADL "Civil Disobedience Training" sessions focusing on "physical, psychological and emotional 
preparation" and "how to handle the police", among other items. Previously associated with the 
extreme New York and New Jersey ADLs, groups which openly support the criminal activities 
of the terrorist Animal Liberation Front (ALF), Berardi is currently coordinating activities of the 
Chicago Animal Defense League. Berardi is a well-known follower of the philosophy of "animal 
liberation" which advocates releasing the Earth and animals from ownership and control by 
humans. Earth and animal liberation activist/terrorist Berardi has arrest records in, at least, New 
York, New Jersey, Connecticut, Pennsylvania and Washington State. Charges lodged against 
Berardi include disorderly conduct, defiant trespass, criminal mischief, obstructing a highway, 
recklessly endangering 

others, resisting arrest, failure to disperse, burglary, theft, riot and conspiracy to riot. Known 
targets of Berardi's wrath have included hunting events, restaurants serving beef, fish, poultry 
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and dairy products, department stores offering fur and leather goods, circuses, medical research 
and a packing plant. Berardi currently faces charges in Washington State from a masked 
invasion of a farm on Feb. 23, 1999. About 15 people donned black masks and jumped the fence 
of a fur farm in Snohomish County where they began breaking into pens, traumatizing the 
domesticated mink. Five people were quickly arrested, including three out-of-state minors 
transported across state lines to perform criminal acts on a school day during school hours. The 
two adults, Kim Berardi and Nicole Dawn Briggs, were charged with second-degree burglary 
and first-degree theft. Trial pending. 


Saturday, November 13, 1999, 9 to 10 a.m., Trespass, Property Damage, Animal Release 
About 9:30 a.m., about 40 people invaded the Lee Beckstead mink farm in South Jordan City, 


Utah. No one was at the farm at the time of the break in and the protestors had the run of the 
place for an hour or two. Breeding cards on 300 animals were destroyed and domesticated mink 
released from about 20 cages. The players included out of town conflict gypsies David Wilson, 
former ALF spokesperson, among others. Police moved the protestors off the farmer’s property 
and onto the highway, where they carried signs and protested. However, the police refused to 
charge anyone for damages. (Farm contact Chad Olson 801-414-4450.) After the group 
disbursed, they crossed town and invaded a local retail fur shop (801-322-0917) then protested 
the shop’s owner at home, burning fur coats on the front lawn. At least one person was arrested. 
The shop pwner stated his shop has been protested every Saturday for two years by the local 
“Animal Liberation Front of Utah, PeTA and other groups: the group names change but the 
players remain the same.” 


Saturday, November 13/14, 1999. the Netherlands, Break In, Arson 


The following comes from the European Fur Breeders Association via the International Fur 
Trade Federation (IFTF): On the night of Saturday, 13/14 of November 1999, nine trucks parked 
at the Milheeze feed kitchen in the Netherlands were set on fire and completely gutted. Grafitti 
stating DBF (Dierenbevrijdingsfront = Animal Liberation Front) and "the Mink Man" was 
painted on the fence. Damages are 3 to 4 million guilders. For more information, contact IFTF at 
011-44-1932-232-866 or iftflondon@compuserve.com (Juliette Bailey).

December 18, 1999, 1: 24 a.m., Aldergrove, BC, Canada, Phone Call Threat, Extortion? 


A threatening phone call was sent to the home answering system of a member of the Rippin 
family, fur farmers in Aldergrove, BC. Oddly enough, the phone did not ring in the house as it 
usually does. The call was made up of bits of dialogue taped from the first Austin Powers’ 
movie, “International Man of Mystery”. 
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Austin Powers: “I think you're smashing, baby. You're switched on. You're smashing. 
Very shagadellic. Oh, behave. This sorta thing ain't my bag, baby.” 

Dr. Evil: “One million dollars. Throw me a frickin’ bone here. I’m the boss, need the info. 
One million dollars.” 

Austin Powers: “Oh, groovy, baby. Do | make you horny? Do I? Ya, baby, ya! (laugh) 
Smashing, baby.” 

Dr.Evil: You're just in time. Enjoy the show. Look what you did to Mr. Bigglesworth! 
(meow) That makes me angry. And when Dr. Evil gets angry, Mr. Bigglesworth gets 
upset. And when Mr. Bigglesworth gets upset, people DIE!” 


For those who never saw the movie, Dr. Evil’s cat, Mr. Bigglesworth, loses his fur after the cat 
and Dr. Evil come out of a cryogenic frozen state of animation. This tape was sent to a 604 area 
code number in Canada. To protect the farmer’s privacy, we will not be releasing the phone 
number. Law enforcement who are interested in the full phone number, please contact Teresa 
Platt at Fur Commission USA. Also, the Rippen family did receive a “razor blade” letter threat 
among the threats mailed from New York City on August 10, 1999 


Saturday, December 18, 1999, midday, Rochester, Minnesota, Trespass and Protest 


Scott Stevens’ fur farm was subjected to individuals trespassing on his farm, videotaping, 
followed by a protest of his farm by about half a dozen individuals. 


Security Alert for December 22, 1999 Winter Solstice 


Fur Commission USA is going out on an astrological limb and advising everyone to be extra 
cautious on Wednesday, December 22, the day of the Winter Solstice. You might also want to 
alert your local law enforcement that you would like extra patrols that day and night. Be extra 
alert for surveillance of your property, collect license plates, vehicle descriptions. Report 
information back to Fur Commission USA and share with your local law enforcement. Since 
time is of the essence, we urge you to alert others via secure phone, fax or email lists. 


December 22, 1999 is the Winter Solstice or the first day of winter. Additionally, we will 
experience a very full, bright moon that night, brighter than over the last 133 years. We have 
received information that this occurrence may be of significance to many eco and animal rights 
terrorists. 


For this reason and in the interest of time, we urge you to pass this security alert on to others who 
may be subject to attack. 


Security Alert BACKGROUNDER 
On November 30, fur farmer and feed mill operator John Schmiel of Nebraska, received a 


suspicious phone call. The message was, "You are halfway up a yellow ladder with an open 
green book. Above the ladder is a half moon and to the left of the top of the ladder are three stars 
from Orion's belt." 


Astrological Mumbo-Jumbo or does it mean something? Orion, the "Winter Hunter", is visible 
from December 7th through March. "Half moons" (or quarter moons, as commonly called): 
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December 15 and 29, The Winter Solstice, the first day of Winter, falls on December 22, half 
way between the two “half” (or quarter) moons. 


Using Yahoo search engine (a favorite of the eco-terrorists), we typed in “Green Book” and were 
taken to http://lenore.webjump.com/, an anarchy site which has a new “Anarchist’s Cookbook” 
posted at http://freehosting2.at.webjump.com/6cfcc 1 99b/le/lenore-webjump/index3/index3.html. 
We checked the “meta tags”, or keywords, on this site and “Green Book” is not listed. There is 
no reason why, with this web site’s structure, the phrase “Green Book” should bring up this site. 
This means that the phrase “Green Book” was specifically registered with the Yahoo search 
engine and Yahoo only. Anyone searching using any other search engine would not find this site. 
Of course, they would have to know the code word “Green Book. 


On December 5, North American Animal Liberation Front Press Office stated, “As the season 
passes to winter and the Solstice is upon us...the Press Office remains committed to speaking out 
in support of the courageous warriors‘in the Animal Liberation Front..." 


Additionally, we learn that there is more involving “the first full moon to occur on the winter 
solstice, Dec. 22, commonly called the first day of winter. Since a full moon on the winter 
solstice occurred in conjunction with a lunar perigee (point in the moon's orbit that is closest to 
Earth) the moon will appear about 14% larger than it does at apogee (the point in it's elliptical 
orbit that is farthest from the Earth). Since the Earth is also several million miles closer to the 
sun at this time of the year than in the summer, sunlight striking the moon is about 7% stronger 
making it brighter. Also, this will be the closest perigee of the Moon of the year since the moon's 
orbit is constantly deforming. On December 21, 1866 the Lakota Sioux took advantage of this 
combination of occurrences and staged a devastating retaliatory ambush on soldiers in the 
Wyoming Territory.

Intruders unsuccessfully tried to hack their way into Fur Commission USA’s computer during 


IP Addresses for the intruders include: 204.49.140.216, 204.210.60.131, 209.245.33.201, 
209.244.68.54, 24.221.49.74, 199.125.161.104, 204.210.59.86, 24.30.137.79, 127.0.0.1, 
206.171.240.42, 165.24.51.254, 204.210.12.47. Using whois.networksolutions.com to track 
information on domaine registration of these IP addresses, we find ownership coming from 
several places. Perhaps this information will be useful somehow. 


January 3, 2000, Suspicious call 
National Feeds’ salesperson received an inquiry for cereal from a “Greg” at 5040 NE 13" 


Avenue, Fort Lauderdale, FL 33334. Greg said he owned a “kennel” and was raising 200 mink, 
that he’d been buying breeders from certain Pennsylvania fur farmer. The fur farmer was 
contacted and knew nothing about this operation. Search engine 
[http://www.allonesearch.com/all1user.html#People] revealed a Gregg Docktor at 5040 NE 13th 
Avenue, Fort Lauderdale, FL 33334-4925, Phone (954) 771-1451.
